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Judge Hardie Asks 
City Council for 
New Ordinance 


Evidently with the case of the 
man who wouldn't move” in mind, 
Police Judge Louis J. Hardie in a 
communication to the City Council 
has asked for a city ordinance which 
will specifically apply to similar 
cases in the future, 








In close study of city ordinances 
Judge Hardie stated that he had fail- 
ed to find one which would cover the 
case of John Heldoorn, arrested Sep- 
tember 27 by Sgt. John Viarengo 
for refusing to “back up his car.” 

According to Viarengo, Heldoorn, 
stopped midway in traffic at Solano 
and San Pablo Avenues by a Navy 
bus which had cui the corner a bit 
closely, insisted that the lady driver 
of the bus had made the original 
mistake and should rectify it. The 
police officer, in his report, said that 
it was impossible for the woman 
driver (of the Navy bus) to back up. 

In the mean time traffic was piling 
up to the Contra Costa County line 
on one side and the Berkeley city 
limits on the other side. Finally Sgt. 
Viarengo cited Heldoorn for failure 
obey instructions of an officer | 
and for obstructing traffic. 

Later developments, Hardie stated 
in his letter to the council, were that 
Section 451 of the State Vehicle Code 
had to ‘be invoked and that in body 
of that section, the wording pertains 
only to “California Highway Patrol” 
officers. However, the Albany police 
sergeant seemed to be of the opinion 
that Section 148 of the Penal Code, 
carrying a maximum fine of $5000 
or five years imprisonment, could 
also be inyoked. 

Action was taken by the council 
wherein they instructed City Attor- 
ney Joe Young to prepare an ordi- 
nance which will specifically apply 
to local police officers in similar 
cases.
